ures for 1923. Reports that we have been able to secure, 
and including every sale reported to us, whether high 
or low, show a grand total of $1,215,234 paid for 6,326 
head or an average of $192.10. The average per head for 
1923 was $172.20 on a basis of 8,493 animals sold, a some- 
what larger number than passed through the sale ring 
in 1924. These figures, unfortunately, do not include every 
animal sold at auction for the reason that it seems im- 
possible to get reports from owners and sale managers 
in every instance. However, the same condition prevails 
from year to year, and the figures, therefore, may be con- 
sidered to be fairly comparable. The figures are based 
on reports of 111 sales in twenty different- states—from 
coast to coast, and south to South Carolina, Virginia and 
Kentucky. 

The tabulations at the bottom of this page, summariz- 
ing the price figures on the 6,326 animals sold in these 
sales during 1924, provide much food for thought. For 
instance, it will be noted, that the average of $310.67 for 
the 1,165 animals with Advanced Registry records is 
75.2 per cent higher than was paid for the females two 
years of age and over that had not been tested for pro- 
duction. The figures on the sale of bulls bear out the 
general impression that serviceable bulls are in demand, 
they showing an average of just $202.20 per head. The

of age. 

The outstanding sale event of the year in the Holstein 
breed was the dispersal of the herd of John Erickson & 
Sons, Waupaca, Wisconsin, in which eighty-six head were 
sold for an average price of $1139. Dutchland Farms, 
Brockton, Mass., came next with an average of $500 for 
148 head. The highest average during the last six months 
of the year was $401.75 for 61 head when the herd of 
Dr. H. P. Fischer, Shakopee, Minnesota, went under the 
hammer. Other good sales of the fall season were the 
Bell Farm first annual sale in which 39 head made an 
average of $375; the Marlow & Randall Dispersal, Man- 
kato, Minnesota, in which 98 head made an average of

$266; Daisy Hill Farms Dispersal in Ohio, in which 101 
head averaged $259; and the Home Farm Dispersal in 
Iowa where 57 head made an average of $242. Other 
good sales of the year coming during the first six months’ 
period were the Arden Farms Annual Sale in Minnesota 
with an average of $320 for 61 head, and the Woodlake 
Farms Dispersal in which 124 head were sold for an av- 
erage of $302. A number of other herd dispersals made 
averages closely crowding the $300 mark. 


The highest individual sale at auction for the Holstein 
breed during 1924 was $6,800 for the great cow, Wiscon- 
sin Fobes 6th, a daughter of Sir Pietertje Ormsby Mer- 
cedes 37th and Wisconsin Fobes, sold in the dispersal 
sale of John Erickson & Sons, to Winterthur Farms, Win- 
terthur, Delaware. This was closely crowded by the price 
of $6,500 for her full sister, Wisconsin Fobes 5th, also sold 
in the Erickson sale to Murphy Farms, Green Bay, Wis- 
consin. Princess Della 3d, another daughter of Sir P. O. 
M. 37th, went for $5,000 in the Erickson sale, the pur- 
chasers being Hollyhock Farms, Dousman, Wisconsin. A 
price of $5,000 also was paid for the bull, Dutchland Piet- 
ertje Sir Fayne in the Dutchland Farms sale, the pur- 
chaser being John E. Post, Durand, Michigan. Among 
the fall sales, $2500 was the top figure this being twice 
reached, first for The bull, Duke’s Mixture, sold by Dr. 
H. P. Fischer to R. V. Rasmussen, Deerfield, Illinois, and 
again at the Post sale when Dutchland Pietertje Sir Fayne 
was resold at this mark. Other good tops in the fall 
sales were $2100 for the cow, Nooksack Lunde Segis, a 
900-lb. daughter of a 1360-lb. cow, sold in the Crozer Dis- 
persal in Pennsylvania; $2,000 for Dairy Maid Prilly, a 
daughter of the famous Adirondac Wietske Dairy Maid 
sired by King Segis Alcartra Prilly sold in the dispersal 
of the Rancocas Herd to Bernard Meyer, Finderne, N. J., 
and $1800 for the bull, Dutchland Colantha Champion, a 
son of Colantha Johanna Lad, sold in the Bell Farm An- 
nual Sale to E. B. Otto, Sandusky, Ohio.

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early in December 1924 has already been mentioned 

in this publication. His comparatively short life had 
been spent in service at Senator A. C. Hardy’s Avondale 
Farms, Brockville, Ontario. Some years ago, a recog- 
nized authority on Holstein breeding, an absolutely dis- 
interested party, by the way, pronounced Champion Echo 
Sylvia Pontiac as one of the four greatest bulls then 
living that he had ever seen, judging from his own type 
and the type and production of his 
offspring, and temporarily disregard- 
ing the world’s’ record breeding 
back of him. A large proportion of 
the great record daughters of this 
bull listed below were made_ since 
that judgment was pronounced, and 
he stands today as a leader in many 
respects in short time work. Very 
few of his daughters have been given 
an opportunity in long time work, but 
one broke the world’s record in the 
305-day division, another has 941 lbs. 
as a heifer and several others have 
made creditable records in the 365 or 
305-day division. In short time work 
he has written an important chapter 
in Holstein history. 

Late in 1923, May Echo Sylvia at 
Avondale, broke the world’s record 
for senior four-year-olds by produc- 
ing 759.5 lbs. milk in a week. Her 
butter record was 33.94 lbs., which 
at that time was well up among the 
leaders, winning second association 
prize for the year 1913-14. Her 
owner then planned to mate her with 
the greatest sire he could find to pro- 
duce either a herd sire for himself 
or another world’s champion if a heifer should result. 
Spring Farm Pontiac Cornucopia was then very much in 
the public eye as a son of the then world’s champion 
44-lb. cow, K. P. Pontiac Lass and she was sent.to his 
service, freshening: March 1, 1915 with the hoped for bull, 
who, in recognition of his world’s championship blood on 
both sides was named Champion Echo Sylvia Pontiac and 
was known at the farm as “Champ” or “Champion.” 

As most of our readers know, May Echo Sylvia at this 
freshening raised her record to 36.33 lbs., milking 879.2 
lbs. About a year later she made her 41-lb. record, milked 
1005.8 lbs. in a week and broke all world’s records for 
milk production for all periods from one to one hundred 
days. Her one-day figures have since been surpassed but 
the others all stand as the highest on official work. 
Later, as we know, she made a 37-lb. record and produced 
852.2 lbs. milk and finally at ten years old made 35.7 Ibs. 
butter from 948.9 Ibs. milk, which is more milk than any

cow except herself has ever before or since produced in 
a week. 

Needless to say, young Champion Echo Sylvia Pontiac 
was given every possible opportunity at Avondale. He 
was mated with daughters of Prince Hengerveld Pietje 
and King Pontiac Artis Canada; with daughters of his 
maternal brother, Avon Pontiac Echo and daughters of 
Woodcrest Sir Clyde, as well as with various great old 
foundation cows at Avondale. His first four daughters 
to be tested averaged over 19 lbs. as 
junior two-year-olds and almost with- 
out exception made larger records 
than did their dams at the same age, 
This last has held true all through 
his life. 

At the time of his death, at only 
nine years old, Champion Echo Sylvia 
Pontiac stood alone as the only sire 
with seven daughters milking over 
700 lbs. in_a week in heifer form. In 
fact, no other sire has as many as 
seven 700-lb. daughters regardless of 
age. He is likewise the only sire to 
have four 30-lb. two-year-old daugh- 
ters, his list including the Canadian 
champion two-year-old, Echo Sylvia 
Laura (36.65 lbs.-) the first 31-lb. jun- 
ior two-year-old, Eco-Sylv Belle, and 
the first junior two-year-old to beat 
her, EcoSylv Rauwerd Sadie. He 
has eleven two-year-old daughters 
with records averaging over 30 Ibs., 
which is another exclusive statement. 
His entire list of two-year-old daugh- 
ters tested, of which there are 57, 
average 22 lbs. butter from 434.8 Ibs. 
milk. We know of no other sire with 
anything like that number of two 
year-old daughters tested that can show such an average. 

His 15 30-lb. daughters have together made 18 30-Ib. 
records, as shown by the list published on the first page 
of this story. His “repeaters” include two 34-lb. senior 
three-year-olds that came back as senior four-year-olds 
with records of 35 and 37 Ibs. respectively. Also another 
30-lb. three-year-old that made 32.4 lbs. as a four-year-old. 
All except two of his 15 30-lb. daughters made their rec- 
ords in heifer form. He has 30 daughters, of which 27 
are in heifer form, that average over 30 lbs. butter in 
seven days, which is quite a showing, especially consider- 
ing the age at which these fine records were made. Men- 
tion has already been made of the Canadian champion 
36-lb. senior two-year-old, Echo Sylvia Laura. She is 
world’s champion of her class in the 30-day division and 
is the second largest record daughter of Champion Echo 
Sylvia Pontiac.

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Among his greatest milking daugh- 
ters is Eco-Sylv Mechthilde, developed 
and owned at Berks Farms, Pennsyl- 
vania, who as a senior two-year- 
old made 29.89 lbs. butter from 703.8 
lbs. milk and broke the world’s record in 
the 30-day division with 3,092.1 lbs. Her 
yest seven days milk production was 740.4 
‘ps., not made in connection with her re- 
ported butter fat test, which is more than 
any other two-year-old ever produced, to 
the best of our knowledge. Another great 
milker is Echo Sylvia Pontiac, with 767.5 
lbs. as a three-year-old and 758.5 lbs. as a 
four-year-old. She is likewise his highest 
record daughter for butter with 37.49 lbs. 
at four years old. His highest milk pro- 
ducing daughter is Lady Echo Waldorf 
with 792.7 lbs. as a junior three-year-old. 
Two more heifers, Eco-Sylv Belle Model 
Pietje and Sylvia Tensen Echo have each 
milked over 729 lbs. in heifer form. We 
refer the reader again to the list of daugh- 
ters published near the beginning of this 
story. 

The two latest additions to his list of 
700-lb. milk producers are two full sisters, 
Eco-Sylv Pietje Car Born and Eco-Sylv Car 
Born. The former, owned at Avondale, as 
1 junior four-year-old, recently made a rec- 
ord of 30.69 lbs. butter from 751 lbs. milk, 
and her sister, owned at Bell Farm has just 
made, so we understand, a three-year-old 
record of nearly 30 lbs. butter from 767 Ibs. 
milk. This last record has not yet been 
wfficially reported- and we will probably 
1ave more to say about it in a later issue of 
this publication. 

As we mentioned before, not many of the 
daughters of Champion Echo Sylvia Pon- 
tiac have been run for a year or for 305 
days, Senator Hardy being personally 
opposed to the year test. He did, however, 
run Lady Waldorf Sylvia for 305 days, 
strictly official, breaking the world’s rec- 
ord for senior two-year-olds with 19,9474 
Ibs. milk. Her butter record of 903.16 lbs. 
was at that time world’s strictly official 
record for her class. The milk record has 
since been beaten by two senior two-year- 
olds, but not on strictly official. 

Another daughter, Inka May Sylvia, 
owned at Bell Farm, made a 305-day record 
as a junior three-year-old of over 20,000 Ibs. 
milk, and came back as a junior four-year- 
old with 941 lbs. butter from 24,615 Ibs. 
milk in 365 days. Another daughter owned 
by Detroit Creamery is making an excep- 
tional year record, we understand, which 
will be duly reported when complete. 

Being himself a comparatively young 
bull, the sons of Champion Echo Sylvia 
Pontiac are only just getting nicely started. 
The latest volume of the Blue Book shows 
that he has 21 sons with Advanced Registry 
daughters and the latest Canadian Year 
Book adds three more proved sons to his 
list. Among them is King Echo Sylvia 
Waldorf, herd sire at Woodlawn Dairy, 
Lincoln, Neb., one of whose daughters holds 
several world’s records, and who has two 
daughters that hold practically all the Ne- 
braska state records in the two-year-old 
classes for both milk and butter.

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The Sale Summary 


T IS pleasing to be able to record an increase of 11.6% 
| in our sale prices in 1924 over 1923. As our first 

feature this week, we present a brief summary of the 
auction sales of 1924. There is much of interest in con- 
nection with these figures which is based upon all of the 
sales held in the United States reported to us during the 
year, including all of the sales that have made low aver- 
ages as well as the more creditable ones; everything, in 
fact, that we have been able to secure a report of. 


We would direct particular attention to the increased 
prices paid for animals with Advanced Registry records. 
Comparing the prices paid for cows with Advanced Regis- 
try records—either long-time or  short-ttme—with the 
animals of milking age sold without official records, we 
find that the former are over 75% higher. It is evident, 
therefore, that there is still considerable commercial 
value attached to creditable production records of the 
Advanced Registry type. These figures, it seems to us, 
demonstrate that it is still good business for owners of 
superior Holsteins to continue their Advanced Registry 
work and that an enlargement and extension of effort 
along this line by breeders will result in better times for 
the industry and greater financial rewards for the individ- 
ual breeder. We commend the figures to the careful 
study of our readers. 


Federal Land Banks Serving Farmers 


HAT the Federal Land Banks are performing a real 
T service to agriculture is shown by recent state- 

ments issued by this institution in which it is shown 
that more than three hundred thousand farmers have 
availed themselves of the easier terms and lower interest 
rate which this credit system provides. These twelve 
Federal Land Banks have combined assets of nearly 
$1,000,000,000 and have a combined capital in reserve ex- 
ceeding $50,000,000. 


The money for loaning to the farmers through this 
bank is made available through the sale of Federal Land 
Bank bonds. These bonds are secured by first mortgages 
on approved farms valued by government appraisers at 
not less than double the amount of the mortgages. Every 
bond is guaranteed jointly by all the twelve Federal Land 
Banks and they are every where recognized as a standard 
investment security. These bonds are issued in demoni- 
nations as low as $40.00 and both the interest and 
principal are tax-free except for inheritance taxes. The 
bonds are quickly marketable and the Federal Land 
Banks announce that already more than $45,000,000 of 
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their capital stock has been supplied by active farmers 
through their farm loan associations. Full information 
regarding either the borrowing or the lending side of the 
operation of the Federal Land Banks may be secured by 
addressing them at Washington, D. C. 


Is the Buyer Always Right? 


8 THERE any limit beyond which it is reasonable and 
| inst for a buyer to expect a guarantee to apply on the 

purchase of purebred live stock? This question is sug- 
gested by a letter from a middle western breeder rela- 
tive to his experience in selling an animal in one of our 
good public auction sales. We believe the subject is 
worthy of some discussion and quote as follows from the 
letter referred to: 


“T sold a cow in the National Sale- at Kansas City in 
June 1922, and in March 1923, the purchaser wrote me that 
she was a non-breeder and wanted me to take her back 
or refund the purchase price. She had just been fresh a 
short time before the sale and I still have the calf dropped 
then. I thought then that he had gone over a reasonable 
time limit but I wanted to do the right thing if she really 
was not right when I sold her, so I wrote him, asking how 
soon he bred her, how many times, and if he ever had a 
veterinarian examine her, and if so, what he found wrong 
with her. My reason for asking this was that we have a 
veterinarian here who is an expert on sterility cases and I 
thought of either sending him up there to see the cow, or 
having her sent back here for treatment by him, depending 
on what the trouble seemed to be. The buyer failed to reply 
to this letter and I heard nothing more from him for four- 
teen months or until May 1924, at which time he wrote, 
enclosing statements from three veterinarians who had 
examined the cow in April 1924, and they all thought she 
was probably a non-breeder. He did not answer any of 
the questions I had asked him. I answered and told him 
that by his negligence in writing he had let the case be- 
come chronic, and that he had given me no chance to have 
the cow treated in time to do any good, and that I now 
considered he had forfeited all claims of any adjustment 
from me on the deal and that I, therefore, refused to have 
anything more to do with it. In December 1924, he re- 
plied to this letter and this was in the form of a demand 
from his attorney for a settlement.” 


The writer of the letter then proceeded to ask our 
opinion on his responsibility in the matter. We replied 
that while it is often good policy to refund the money to 
a purchaser though you may not feel he is strictly en- 
titled to it, we believe, upon the facts as stated, that the 
purchaser in this case failed to comply with the generally 
accepted practice of our better public sales in the matter 
of breeding guarantees. 


We do not know that the courts have ever definitely 
determined just what is meant by the general guarantee 
that an animal is a breeder. Different sales make differ- 
ent provisions in this respect in their terms and Ccondi- 
tions, but in the better sales they usually provide that 
an animal that is safe with calf and which delivers a 
live calf after the sale is to be considered a breeder. In 
the case of open animals, if a purchaser has a complaint 
to make in the matter of difficulty in getting the animal 
with calf, he shall make this complaint in from four to 
six months from the date of the sale and after the pur- 
chaser has failed in this period to get the cow with calf, 
the seller should have an additional period of four to 
six months in which to attempt to get her safely settled. 
Failing to do so within this period, the seller should re- 
fund to the purchaser the full purchase price without 
further damages on either side and if he succeeds in get- 
ting the cow with calf, she should, of course, be accepted 
by the purchaser. In the matter of expense of shipping, 
it is sometimes provided that the consignee in each case 
pays the cost of express or freight, while some sale terms 
provide that in case an animal is returned to the owner 
who succeeds in getting her with calf so that she is 
shipped back a second time to the purchaser, that all 
expense of shipping should be borne by the purchaser. 

We are fully aware that some large mercantile enter- 
prises have built huge successes on the policy that the 
customer is always right. We are quite of the opinion, 
however, that in the purebred live stock breeding bus- 


_iness such a rule allows too much latitude and that the 


customer should not be considered to be in the right, in 
the case of a dispute, unless he has made an evident effort 
to live up to the accepted rules of the game. We would 
be glad to hear what our readers think about it.

N OUR cover this week, we show the latest picture 
O of the sensational world’s champion in the ten

the 305-day period. The credit due this world’s champion 
is greatly increased by the fact that she carried a calf 
226 days out of the ten months’ period. She was con- 
tinued on test for 344 days or until 24 days from next 
calving and in this period she is credited with 33,811.6 
lbs. milk, 1033.279 lbs. fat (1291.6 lbs, butter). During 
each of the first eight months of her test, she produced 
over 3,100 Ibs. milk, her highest production coming in the 
second month of her test when in the 31 days of January 
she is credited with 3,644.7 lbs. milk, 108.118 lbs. fat. In 
her tenth month, she averaged over 74 lbs. daily in spite 
of the close proximity of her next freshening and made an 
average for the 305-day period of 105.544 Ibs. milk daily. 
In her previous lactation, she made the very fine record 
of 33,112.3 lbs. milk, 1231.06 lbs. butter, thus sharing with 
the world’s champion milk producer, Segis Pietertje Pros- 
pect, the honor of two yearly records above 33,000 Ibs. 
milk. This world’s champion was bred and developed at 
Grahamholm Farm, Rochester, Minn., and represents the 
third generation of breeding in this well known herd. She 
is a daughter of their senior herd sire, Dutchland Cream- 
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elle Colantha Lad, and is his second daughter to exceed 
the 1000-lb. fat mark.

Of course you Juniors remember 
from last week how Finderne Holin- 
gen Fayne, just a baby three-year-old, 
took the World’s Record away from 
two full aged Guernseys and brought 
it back to the Black and White breed, 
where it belongs—at least we think 
so. It was only a few months after 
this that another of Mr. Meyer’s 
cows, Finderne Pride Johanna Rue, 
made an even larger record—1470.59 
Ibs. butter from 28,403.7 Ibs. milk. 
This was the first 1400-lb. record and 
you may be sure that the Holstein 
people threw their hats in the air and 
cheered. In her best seven days at 
the beginning of her test, her official 
record was 36.87 lbs. butter and so 
great were her “staying powers” that 
she made another 36-lb. record in the 
eleventh month of her test. 

Finderne Pride Johanna Rue was a 
daughter of Johanna Rue 3d’s Lad, 
one of the very best sons of Sarcas- 
tic Lad. Probably you know about 
Sarcastic Lad: He was shown at the 
St. Louis World’s Fair, way back in 
1904, and was grand champion. 

They didn’t have any “True Type 
Models” in those days, but Sarcastic 
Lad was generally considered as 
representing the ideal type of his 
day. He was also a great breeding

bull and appears at least once in the 
pedigrees of forty of the 1000-lb. fat 
producers. 

As. a dam of good ones, Finderne 
Pride Johanna Rue ranks well up. 
She has a 31-lb. three-year-old daugh- 
ter and is the only sire to have two 
sons both with daughters above 1000 
Ibs. fat. These two sons together 
have five daughters above 30,000 Ibs. 
milk, two of them above 35,000 lbs. 

In the next story of this series, I 
want to tell you about the first cow 
to beat Finderne Pride Johanna Rue. 
If you live in Minnesota, and maybe 
if you don’t, you can probably tell me 
her name.

Following is Mr. Cooper’s Talk on 
“Taking Inventory:” 

“At the beginning of each year it 
is the custom of all business houses 
to take stock of their worth. All 
goods are carefully gone over, listed 
and valued. This is called an “Inven- 


tery.” Many business-like farmers 


today take an inventory and this is 
indeed a wise practice. 


“In a small way you Calf Club mem- 
bers should do likewise. Put down 
the things you possess and set a fair 
value on each. This would include 
your dairy calves and other livestock, 
your savings account and cash on 
hand. Also list the amount you owe 
to the bank and others and determine 
that you will pay your debts as soon 
as possible. By so doing, you estab- 
lish good credit, something very valu- 
able in your future life. 

“Compare your present worth with 
that in 1923. Have you gained or 
lost? How will your 1925 inventory 
compare with 1924? That will de- 
pend upon you, of course. If you try 
harder and save more you will show 
progress. The motto, ‘Next Year I 
Will Beat My Own Record’ should 
always be before you and such an 
ambition should be the ambition of 
every good Calf Club Member.

“Our own inventory shows that over 
9,000 boys and girls from 36 states 
of the Union are at present enrolled 
in Holstein Calf Club work. We are 
surely a large family spread out over 
this good old U. S. A. Over 2,000 of 
these boys are now working for mem- 
bership in the Holstein-Friesian Calf 
Club Association of America.

One of the good producing members 
of the herd at Serradella Farm, Os- 
coda, Michigan, is Beauty Pietertje 
Canary Vale, who last spring made a 
two-year-old record of 25.12 Ibs. but- 
ter from 652 lbs. milk after dropping 
twin bull calves, thereby breaking the 
Michigan State Record for milk in the 
senior two-year-old class.

years. At the age of 3 years, 16 
days, she is credited with 559.7 Ibs. 
milk containing 16.877 lbs. fat in 7 
days, and 2,455.1 lbs. milk containing 
68.199 lbs. fat in 30 days. Then, con- 
tinued on long-time test she is 
credited with 21,016.4 lbs. milk con- 
taining 702.45 lbs. fat in 305 days. 
During the 10-mos. test just finished, 
she had 10 official test periods, of 
which one was a retest and one a 
test 45 days in length. Eleven differ- 
ent supervisors were employed in the 
conduct of the test. The production 
of 854.88 lbs. fat credited to Lyons 
Sarcastic Korndyke is equivalent to 
1,068.6 lbs. butter on the 80 per cent 
basis.

A Correction on Statement Regard- 
Ing Finances 


‘ To correct a mistake and impres- 
sion that might be gained from our 
report on the committee meetings at 
Cleveland published in the January 
10th issue of The World, it might be 
stated that while no encroachments 
have been made on the reserve fund 
during 1923 and 1924 it will be re- 
called that $50,000 was taken from 
this reserve by vote of the Board of 
Directors during 1922. 


The high point of the reserve was 
$353,000 on December 3ist, 1921. 
During 1922 the $50,000 was taken by 
vote of the Board of Directors but its 
interest earnings were added to it 
during that year so that on December 
31st, 1923, it stood at $325,000. The 
interest earnings for 1924 have been 
put in the general fund and the re- 
serve at the end of 1924 stood at 
$325,000, the same as 1923. The net 
loss to the reserve thus far during 
the period of depression has been 
$28,000. 

The funds necessary for the meet- 
ing of losses during the past three 
years have come quite largely from 
the surplus. Operating upon a budget 
within the estimated receipts during 
the current year will avoid the neces- 
sity of further depletion of either 
surplus or reserve, it is expected. 





Serradella Records and Sales 


We can report the completion of 
Belle’s 30-day record, which was 
finished December 28, with 149.01 
lbs. butter, 3,052.3 Ibs. milk, and a 
high day of 111.7 lbs. milk. This 
gives her an average for her first 
three calvings of 36.64 Ibs. butter, 
638.1 lbs. milk in 7 days and 139.21 
lbs. butter, 2,651.5 lbs. milk in 30 
days. We know of no other cow with 
equal averages for butter at her first 
three freshenings. 

We can. also report a 305-day rec- 
ord on the cow, Dora Riverside Co- 
lantha, of 809.81 lbs. butter, 18,192.9 
lbs. milk at three and one-half years. 
This is after a 7-day record of 31.90 
lbs. butter, 580.9 Ibs. milk at three 
and one-half years and 28.91 Ibs. 
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butter, 628.8 lbs. milk at two and one- 
half years, which was a state milk 
record when made. With these rec- 
ords, she made 122.37 lbs. butter, 
2,176.5 lbs. milk at three and one-half 
years in 30 days and 114.81 Ibs. 
butter, 2,438.0 lbs. milk at two and 
one-half years, and on these records 
won 91 points in the Honor Lists as 
you compiled them. The ten months’ 
record, of course, is dependent on her 
calving which she is due to do in 
ample time to qualify.

HOLSTEIN BROADCASTS TO BE 
CONTINUED 

Following the general good recep- 
tion of 21 talks by members of the 
Extension Service staff of The Hol- 
stein-Friesian Association on all 
phases of the Holstein industry 
from radio broadcasting stations at 
Chicago, Ill.; Minneapolis, Minn. and 
Hastings, Neb.; last year, arrange- 
ments have been made for still more 
intensive use of the radio in dis- 
seminating instructive information 
of interest to dairymen in 1925 under 
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the auspices of the Holstein-Friesian 
Association at Chicago. 

A series of eight talks by four of 
America’s foremost authorities in 
their respective fields of work have 
been arranged for January, all of 
which will be broadcasted from the 
Sears-Roebuck Radio Station W-L-S, 
Chicago, between 12 and 1 o’clock p. 
m. and 8 and 9 o’clock p. m., each 
Tuesday of the month. 

F. B. Morrison, assistant director 
of the Wisconsin Agricultural Experi- 
ment Station, professor of Animal 
Husbandry in the Wisconsin College 
of Agriculture and co-author of 
“Feeds and Feeding,” the stockman’s 
bible on livestock feeding, gave two 
talks January 6th on both the noon 
and evening farm programs of that 
station. His first dwelt on the es- 
sentials for economical milk produc- 
tion. In the evening he stressed the 
importance of efficiency when feeds 
are high in price. 

The following Tuesday noon 
and evening, January 13th, M. O. 
Maughan, secretary of the National 
Dairy Council, Chicago, addressed 
radio audiences on the subject of 
“Milk as Food.” 

Prof. H. H. Kildee, head of the 
Animal Husbandry Department of the 
Iowa State College of Agriculture, 
will appear on both farm programs of 
this station, January 20th? His sub- 
ject will be “The Value of the Better 
Purebred Sire.” 

“Selection and Breeding of Dairy 
Cattle,” is the topic to be discussed 
on the farm programs of W-L-S on 
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January 27th by Prof. W. W. Yapp, 
head of the Dairy Husbandry Depart- 
ment of the Illinois College of Agri- 
culture.—Extension Service, The Hol- 
stein-Friesian Ass’n of America, 230 
East Ohio St., Chicago, III. 





RECIPE FOR LIME WATER 
Editor World: 

In your issue of December 20th, you 
speak of lime water as a simple rem- 
edy for calf scours. Please give me 
the recipe for making this.

Answer by Prof. E. S. Savage. 


This is very simple to do. Get some 
unslacked lime and simply add water to 
it. The amount of lime that will dis- 
solve in the water is very small to make 
a saturated solution of lime water, there- 
fore, if you would take a few pounds of 
lime and put them into a pail or half 
barrel and fill up the half barrel with 
water, you could take off the lime water 
as you want to use it and then fill the 
barrel up again with fresh water. Prob- 
ably after you have used lime water out 
of such a barrel, it would be safer to 
clean out the barrel and get some more 
fresh lime. The strength to use for lime 
water is a saturated solution, that is, let 
the water take up all the lime that it 
will.

Several members of 
this herd have recently been put on 
official test, two of them making 30- 
lb. records with a third 30-lb. record 
now in progress, several others hav- 
ing better than 25 lbs. Pictures of 
some of these fine producers are re- 
produced on this page.

Mr. Hansen is one of the pioneer 
breeeders of Black Hawk County. 
Thirteen years ago his herd in the 
Benson C. T. A. made an average of 
220 lbs. fat. After a dozen years of 
breeding and selection, regular test- 
ing and good feeding, he has doubled 
the average production of his herd 
and last year again did nearly as 
well with the 428-lb. average given 
above. The story is an inspiring one 
for the dairyman who is operating at 
a loss, for Mr. Hansen ranked fifth in 
the Association for economic produc-

tion, his average cost being .219 cents 
per pound. His herd ranked first for 
economic production of milk, the 
average cost being .73 per cwt. 

The method employed by Mr. Han- 
sen in doubling the production of his 
herd is one that any dairyman can 
practice. In the first place, he every 
year weeded out the low producers 
as shown by the C. T. A. tests. He 
used’ sires from good producing 
ancestry. Other factors were 
regularity in care and management, a 


genuine interest in the cattle and a 
liking for them, balanced rations, in 





which the C. T. A. tester can be of 
great assistance to the inexperienced 
dairyman. Mr. Hansen does _ not 
worry about his cows “eating their 
heads off,” believing that within 
reasonable limits the more they eat, 
the more they will produce. His 
young stock have good feed and care 
and plenty of chance to grow. The 
results in this case speak for them- 
selves, the Hansen herd returning 
from $2.17 to $2.35 for every dollar 
spent in feed during the year. 

During five months of the year, a 
member of the Hansen herd led the 
association for the month and during 
six months the herd average was 
highest. During four other months 
this honor was held by the grade and 
purebred Holstein herd of Hansen & 
Merner, under the management of 
Mr. Hansen’s son Art, who has 
apparently inherited his _ father’s 
ability as a cow man. The grade cow

record of 21.81 lbs. butter from 540.7 
Ibs. milk as a four-year-old. Helen 
Cornucopia Alcartra led the associa- 
tion two different months, in March 
producing 90.9 Ibs. fat from 2,216 Ibs. 
milk and in April 73.5 lbs. fat from 
1,935 lbs. milk. Then there is the 
cow known to her owner as “Belle,” 
who has just made an official record 
of 26.1 lbs. butter from 571.2 Ibs. 
milk. She led the association in 
December 1923 with 89.3 lbs. fat from 
1900 lbs. milk and finished her year 
with 463.2 lbs. fat from 13,771 Ibs. 
milk. Still another fine seven-day 
record is that of Sophie Cornucopia 
Mead with 25.81 lbs. butter from 618.4 
Ibs. milk as a senior three-year-old.

CREAMERY FIELD SUPT. WEEK 
AT PERDUE 

The one week, February 9-14, 1925, 
Creamery Field Superintendent short 
course takes up the problems which 
are of interest to any one buying milk 
or cream from the producer. The 
course should be of equal interest to 
the men who are responsible for the 
weighing and testing of the milk and 
cream when received at the factory. 

The object of this course is to en- 
able men who are testing for butter- 
fat, checking cream _ stations and 
cream station equipment and assist- 
ing the producers to better dairy 
methods to still do their work more 
efficiently. 

Factors that affect the testing of 
milk and cream and factors infiuenc- 
ing the shortage and overrun at the 
cream station are factors taken up 
and discussed and methods _ sug- 
gested. 

Cream grading and lectures on feed- 
ing the dairy cow are also given. 

Men who have taken this course in 
the past have found that the informa- 
tion secured in this course has been 
of great assistance to them in not only 
bettering their work in the field but 
they have been able to assist their 
patrons in many cases to better meth- 
ods. 

The course will start promptly on 
Monday, February 9th at 10 o’clock 
and every one who wishes to take this 
course is urged to be present for the 
first day’s program. Any one wishing 
additional information regarding this 
course should write to Prof. H. W. 
Gregory, Chief of Dairy Husbandry, 
Purdue University, W. Lafayette, Ind.

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BANK BOOSTS DAIRYING AND 
HOLSTEINS 


The Geo. W. Brown & Son State 
Bank of Augusta, Kansas, has a farm 
department which has been operating 
about a year with the writer, known 
as a farm cooperator, in charge. 
Among the various activities carried 
on through this department for the 
development of balanced farming, 
dairying is receiving special atten- 
tion and is the main project. 

Dairying in Butler County is fairly 
well established and has been the 
chief source of income for the 
majority of farmers during recent 
years. In the Augusta territory, Hol- 
steins are greatly in the lead. The 
“Black and White’ can now be seen 
in every direction. Although there 
are several fine herds, and individ- 
uals to be found on these farms, there 
is a great need for better stock and 
more improved dairy metnocs. 

A purebred Holstein bull, named 
“G. B. A. King Parthenea Home- 
stead,’ and a blue ribbon animal in 
the junior class, was purchased at 
the Kansas National Live Stock Show 
at Wichita in February 1924. This 
animal was placed with a farmer in 
a central location, affording the oppor- 
tunity for well-bred Holsteins and 
other grades to be bred to a fine sire, 
at a nominal fee, where otherwise 
they might be bred to sires of in- 
ferior breeding. An effort is also 
being made to get farmers to co- 
operate in the purchase of good bulls. 

A Holstein calf club was organized 
with five girls and seven boys. Dur- 
ing the season dairy work was 
carried on at their regular meetings, 
and their calves exhibited at the 
county show carried off a majority of 
the ribbons. 

Believing that the average farmer 
has much to learn in the way of care 
and management of dairy stock 
before he can become a successful 
dairyman, and educational program is 
being constantly carried on, en- 
deavoring to help every man succeed 
through personal service, as well as 
by financial aid. 

Farmers are urged to use better 
sires, “Grow In, Instead of Buy In,” 
to better stock, use the Babcock test 
and milk scales, cull out the poor 
cows and raise proper feeds. With 
the cooperation of the County Agent, 
a week of special dairy meetings 
has recently been held, in connec- 
tion with a campaign for the organ:- 
zation of a Cow Testing Association. 
A special film, entitled, “Johnathan 
Barrs Conversion,” was obtained 
from the Extension Service of The 
Holstein-Friesian Association of 
America, together with one on pure- 
bred sires. These meetings were 
held at community centers, where 
the largest number of dairymen could 
be reached. From present indica- 
tions an association will be formed 
before Spring. 

The Brown bank is assisting farm- 
ers in the purchase of dairy stock 
and with the cooperation of the local 
creamery, the cattle being sold to 
farmers paid for out of a portion of 
the cream checks. So far as possible 
the farmers are urged to help select 
their own stock. 

Through the Farm Department ac- 
tivities, in Community developmeni,

That distance is no barrier when 
you have something good to sell and 
take pains to let the public know 
it, was again proven by the sale of 
a bull from Avondale Farm, Brock- 
ville, Ontario, to L. J. Garske, Bis- 
marck, North Dakota.

THE FARMER’S DOLLAR AND 
TRANSPORTATION 


The relationship between the whole- 
sale prices of various groups of com- 
modities, including farm products and 
freight rates, were closer in October 
of this year to what they were be- 
fore the war than they have been at 
any time since. This means that the 
purchasing power of the farmer’s dol- 
lar has not only increased over its 
power of two or three years ago, but 
that it is practically the same as it 
was in 1913. 

These facts are seen in the current 
figures of the Bureau of Labor Statis- 
tics which show that taking 1913 
values as 100, the wholesale value of 
farm products in October of this year 
was 149.2. The value of all commodi- 
ties is represented by the figure 151.9, 
and the average freight rate per ton- 
mile 152.4. 

This means that as a result of re- 
cent advances, farm products now 
have 98 per cent of the power to pur- 
chase other commodities that they 
had in 1918. The increase in the av- 
erage wholesale price of all commodi- 
ties is 99 per cent of the increase in 
the average freight rate, which means 
that taking commodities as a whole 
and the country as a whole, all com- 
modities at present wholesale prices 
will buy 99 per cent as much freight 
transportation as they would in 1913. 

The increase in the average whole- 
sale price of farm products. since 
1913 is 91% per cent as great as the 
increase of the average rate per ton- 
mile of the railways of the country 
as a whole. This statement, however, 


minimizes the present, power of farm 
products to buy railway transporta- 
tion. 

In the first place, the increase in 
freight 


rates upon farm products

throughout the country has been 
somewhat less than the increase upon 
otner commodities. 

In the second place, most agricul- 
tural products are produced in the 
western and southern territories, and 
the average advance in rates has been 
less in those territories than in east- 
ern territories. 

For example, the increase in the av- 
erage rate of the western railways has 
been only 38 per cent. Therefore, 
farm products as a whole, on the basis 
of their present wholesale prices, 
hava a power to purchase freight 
transportation on the western lines 
which is 108 per cent of their pur- 
chasing power in 1913, or 8 per cent 
greater than it was then. Likewise, 
farm products as a whole have a 
greater power of purchasing freight 
transportation in the southern dis- 
trict than they had in 1913. 


Commenting on these facts, the 
“Railway Age” says: 
“Despite the recent advances in the 


prices of many farm products there is 
still a demand for a general readjust- 
ment of freight rates which would re- 
duce the rates upon farm products and 
advance the rates upon many other com- 
modities. 

“This has been advocated chiefly upon 
the ground that the prices of farm prod- 
ucts within recent years have been rela- 
tively lower than the prices of other 
commodities and that freight’ rates 
should be made to correspond to these 
relationship of prices. With farm 
prices now showing an advance 98 per 
cent as great since 1913 as commodity 
prices as a whole this argument has 
been greatly weakened, if not destroyed. 

“The history of the last four and a half 
years demonstrates that to base freight 
rates upon prices which fluctuate con- 
stantly would be to base them on shift- 
ing sand. They should be made with 
reference to the average value of com- 
modities for long periods, but if the 
policy were adopted of attempting to re- 
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adjust freight rates in accordance with 
fluctuations in prices during short pe- 
riods the entire freight structure would 
become chaotic. Shippers would never 
know what their freight rates were go- 
ing to be. Railway officers could never 
have any definite idea as to what rail- 
way earnings were going to be.’’—From 
Railroad Data.

In your issue of December 20th, 
page (13) 2167, I notice an important 
question raised by some breeder in 
Pennsylvania regarding the sixty or 
ninety day guarantee test at public 
sales for herds or animals that are 
tully Accredited. This Is, to my 
mind, an important question. If ani- 
mals thus sold from Accredited herds 
are to be given a sixty to ninety day 
guarantee, I fail to see wherein there 
is an advantage to the owner of fuliy 
Accredited animals which would 
justify the trouble and expense of 
securing an Accredited herd and 
maintaining the same so that they 
are in no way exposed to animals or 
conditions where tuberculosis could 
be conveyed. 

If there is any value in having an 
accredited herd, it can only be de- 
rived from the fact that the animals 
therein can be sold and shipped to 
any point and under any conditions 
without any further guarantee re- 
garding tuberculosis and this should 
be so understood and recognized by 
all buyers and sellers of cattle from 
such herds. 

To require such guarantees from 
animals from Accredited herds not 
only deprives the owner of such 
benefit but it imposes upon him all 
risk from exposure in shipping and

SOME THOUGHTS ON HOLSTEIN 
CONDITIONS 


Editor, Holstein-Friesian World: 

I have read a great deal lately of 
the low prices obtained for Holstein 
cattle. I won’t attempt to give a 
cure for the condition of the market, 
but I will say what I think has been 
a great factor in bringing prices 
down. One thing, during the war 
and after cattle sold for a great deal 
more than they were worth, it threw 
a lot of cattle on the market that 
should have gone to the block for 
beef instead of the dairy barn or in 
the hands of a new beginner. Breed- 


.ers raised every heifer calf whether 


the dam or sire was any good or not 
or they both may have been good but 
the calf was a poor individual and 
should have been vealed. 

The beginner sat at the sale ring, 
saw cow, heifer and bull sell for a 
long price and thought what a great 
chance there was for making money 
in ‘just raising up some _ purebred 
cattle and selling them, so he bought 
at a long price and today they cannot 
get any such figures as they paid, so 
they think the market for their pure- 
breds is gone. They now find out 
some of the cows they bought were 
no better than grades or maybe not 
so good, so they are discouraged and 
think it is the fault of the breed. 
They condemn the whole breed. 

Another thing is they read of what 
some great cow is doing or the rec- 
ord she has made and they expect 
great things of the cow they have 
bought. When she doesn’t do it, they 
get discouraged. If they would stop 
and think the great chance that great 
cow had and the years of breeding 
she had behind her, how long it took 
to get such a cow, the study it took 
to get her and cows that make these 
records are only a small per cent of 
the breed, they probably wouldn’t 
expect so much of her, but they don’t 
think and the results are the cow 
gets the blame. 

They pick up the paper and see 
the prices obtained are very low on 
the average of the sale and they 
think the breed has gone to the dogs. 
But if they had attended the sale, 
they would have thought they brought 
big money. Probably in a good many 
instances the cattle sold were out of 
sale condition; young heifer 
calves, old cows, some blemished 
cows a long ways off from calving, 
a whole lot that might better have 
been sent to the block, that is as far 
as the bred is concerned, and for 
what few animals there were good, 
the inferior animals brought the 
average down to a good grade market 
or below. 

Of course, no man will say he got 
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all his cattle were worth no matter 
what they brought. I attended two 
sales this fall. I heara the breeder 
kicking on the price the _ cattle 
brought. In most cases they brought 
all they were worth. Some sold for 
more than they were worth, while 
in some instances bargains were se- 
cured. But as a rule, they brought 
good money because I saw a lot of 
dry cows and young heifers that in 
my judgment (which may not be the 
best) as far as the breed was con: 
cerned would have been better off if 
they had been sent to the block in- 
stead of being sent to the sale ring. 

Another thing, the inexperienced 
buyer reads over the sale catalog or 
pedigree and he notices this cow is 
by a grandson or by a brother or to 
a sister of some great cow or sire 
of some great animal while if they 
would only stop and think that 
animal which they were _ buying 
carried a very small amount of the 
blood of that great animal. 


In summing it all up, I think that 
when the breeder only saves calves 
from his best cows or only offers for 
sale, cows or heifers or bulls which 
he feels sure will make good for 
their new owners, then we can expect 
better prices. Now, if a man raises 
a calf from a grade cow or even 
keeps a grade cow, she has to be a 
good one, one that pays her way at 
the pail and makes a profit above her 
cost of feed; that is, if he is keep- 
ing records and that is what a man 
has got to do today. Also, if secre- 
taries of sales would, when reporting 
sales, note cow or heifer in good sale 
condition or were good _ prospects, 
many calves, average so much, etc., 
so that when the breeders or buyers 
read it they would get some idea of 
what class of cattle were in that 
sale, in all, probably he would think 
there is a good market for his cattle. 
Also the young breeder must realize 
he won’t as a rule make as big rec- 
ords or get as big a price as the man 
who has spent a good share of his 
life at the game, but he has got the 
right to believe that his purebred 
animal should be as good or better 
than his grades. Now, fellow breed- 
ers, let us only offer for sale animals 
that we have reason to believe will 
make friends for the bred and send 
to the block cows that we are in 
doubt about or have been stung on. 
When we do this, we will be not only 
helping ourselves but the breed as 


a whole. Then we will see better 
prices—in fact, today the market 
looks better than it did. 

In my own neighborhood I have 


seen and helped to organize a bull 
association of two blocks of which I 
will give an account of some other 
time. I have seen four new breeders 
start with two head apiece also have 
two more prospects in sight for more 
and better cows. 


One other thing, let us be prompt 
in transferring and sending papers 
on animals bought. Now, of course, 
I don’t expect all breeders and read- 
ers to agree with me, but only offer 
this as suggestions for betterment of 
our breed. I wish we might see more 
articles on this question.
